BRZ petition circulated

Both advocates and those in 
opposition to the continuation of 
the Business Revitalization Zone 
agree that the ultimate fate of the 
BRZ should be decided democrati¬ 
cally. 

A petition calling for the termi¬ 
nation of the BRZ is currently 
making the rounds of downtown 
businesses. At press time, Dids- 
bury CAO Evan Parliament said it 
had not been formally presented, 
but that once received, due proc¬ 
ess would take its course. 

Parliament said involvement by 
the town relates to the fact that 
should the BRZ be dissolved, as¬ 
sets and liabilities are tallied. 

“If there is a deficiency the 
municipality is responsible,” Par¬ 
liament. “That means the taxpay¬ 
ers are responsible.” 

Currently, there is no defi¬ 
ciency, but a “lot of work” is 
planned for 1997, Parliament said. 

“For the town to proceed in 
May under this cloud would put us 
in a potential deficit situation,” 
Parliament said, noting that ma¬ 
jor side walk work was planned on 
20th Street. In addition to side 
walks, plans call for removal and 
replacement of planters, street 
lights, and tree planting. 

"The total project cost is prob¬ 


ably going to be around $125,000, 
of which 75 per cent is paid by a 
[Street Improvement] grant 
[noted as approved at the March 
11 council meeting],” Parliament 
said. “There is a partnership be¬ 
tween the town and the BRZ. If 
the BRZ says they’re not inter- 


Health workers 
strike a deal 

Professional/Technical and Support Health Unit workers in Re¬ 
gion 5 walked off the job last week after negotiations broke down but 
an all-night bargaining session resulted in a tentative deal between 
striking Health Sciences Association of Alberta (HSAA) support 
workers and the Region 5 Health Authority. 

At a subsequent meeting held Friday afternoon,HSAA negotiators 
and the employers inged an agreement for the Professional/Technical 
staff" on behalf of both Region 3 (Headwaters) and Region 5. 

The tentative agreement will go out for a ratification vote of the 
striking union members by April 11. Both the union and the em¬ 
ployer will be recommending acceptance of the deal to their respec¬ 
tive principals. In the meantime, workers will return to their jobs 
while the mail-in ballot is conducted. 

The tentative agreement, to be in place until March 31,1988, will 
see considerably more harmonization of vacation, overtime, bereave¬ 
ment leave and most benefits amongst all the employees. In addition 
there will be a general increase in the pay rates of most employees as 
they are moved up on the new salary siade. Those workers who were 
paid over the scale will be red circled and suffer no loss in wages 


Tory reign 
continues

Last Tuesday’s provincial 
election saw the Progressive 
Conservatives take 63 of the 83 
provincial seats available; up 
from the 54 they held prior to 
the election. 

Local candidate Richard Marz 
took an early lead and held it 
handily, sweeping into office with 
a commanding final tally of6958; 
over 3,000 votes ahead of his near¬ 
est contender, Socred Don 
MacDonald who registered 3,422 
votes. 

Next was Liberal Dave Herbert 
with 1,562, and Anne Wilson of 
the New Democrats who trailed 
the field with 247. 

Reverting to ‘civilian’ status 
as the polls closed, Didsbury resi¬ 
dent, and former area MLA Roy 
Brassard joked, “They say once 
you’re out of this business for 20 
minutes they forget how to spell 
your name, and I believe it- and 
I’m looking forward to it.” 

“I’d like to congratulate 
Richard,” Brassard continued, 
“He’s got a great bunch of con¬ 
stituents to work with. If I had 
any advice it would be to listen to 
his constituents so he knows what 


they are saying so he can repre¬ 
sent their concerns in Edmon¬ 
ton.” 

While Brassard did not get to 
know NDP candidate Anne 
Wilson he commended the three 
remaining candidates for their 
dedication and forthright cam¬ 
paign strategies. 

“I know the commitment it 
takes and I think it’s wonderful 
that they were willing to step up 
and represent their community, 
they were all very sincere about it. 
I thought it was handled in a pro¬ 
fessional manner. It does every¬ 
body proud, and reflects on every¬ 
one.” 

Brassard said he has no in¬ 
tention to run for local civic 
office in the next municipal elec¬ 
tion, but hoped local leaders 
would keep the torch lit on the 
hospital issue. 

“I think we still need an¬ 
swers,” Brassard said, “That 
came out loud and clear at the 
public meeting.” 

Brassard concluded by saying 
that serving area constituents had 
been “an honor and a pleasure”, 
wishing the new MLA success in 
his term of office.

Election tallies 

Not including advance and special ballots, voters 
made their way to just under 60 polling stations across 
the riding of Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills. Richard Marz 
led the charge on voting centres in the riding, with only 
a handful of exceptions, ironically enough originating in 
Marz' own home town of three Hills. 

Alberta Social Credit candidate Don MacDonald came 
within four votes of Marz in Didsbury North East, with 
Marz registering 65 and MacDonald 61. Residents in 
Three Hills bucked a riding-wide trend of voting in PC in 
the majority by turning in the leading tallies for the 
Socreds in three Three Hills polling stations. 

Three Hills Center registered 166 votes for MacDonald, 
with Marz trailing at 103. Three Hills North West shows 
MacDonald tallying 111 votes, while Marz recorded 49. 

In Three Hills North East, however, MacDonald came 
away with 180 votes compared to 108 marking an 'X' by 
Marz. Herbert and MacDonald were often neck and neck 
in Herbert's home town Olds riding with Marz besting 
both by a healthy margin in all Olds polls. Wilson was a 
consistent distant fourth across the board, except for 
Three Hills North West where she tied Herbert for last 
place with one vote each.

Mobile home park residents want 
improved service from the town. 

Spokesman Roily Stroub ap¬ 
peared before council last Tues¬ 
day on behalf of homeowners re¬ 
siding on the Didsbury Mobile 
Home Park to appeal to council to 
consider a greater return of ben¬ 
efits on taxes paid. 

Sayingthat approximately 
$29,000 in taxes are received from 
residents and from the owner of 
the park, Stroub called for “even 
the occasional” share of snow re¬ 
moval, road grading and RCMP 
squad car routing in the park. 

“The only time we have the 
police there is if someone calls a 
complaint in,” Stroub said. “As far 


as patrol cars comes through on a 
frequent basis, no, they don’t.” 

Stroub said mobile home own¬ 
ers felt they’d “been had”. 

“We were told we get the use 
of the streets of Didsbury,” 
Stroub said. “Well, yes, we do 
get the use of the streets, but so 
does everybody else that comes 
in and out of Didsbury [even if] 
they don’t pay taxes.” 

Monthly lot rental is paid to 
the landlord by the park resi¬ 
dents; the landlord pays for street 
light electricity, garbage removal 
and water and sewer service. 

Stroub said 41 per cent of the 
mobile units are owned by seniors. 

“They’re not receiving any¬ 
thing for their tax dollars. We feel 
that we are being slighted,” 
Stroub said. “We would like to 
see you do something in regard to 
making some changes.” 

Didsbury CAO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment said a meeting was being 
arranged between the park owner 
and town administration to dis¬ 
cuss this and additional items of 
business. Parliament said he 
would approach the park owner 
for allowance to include repre¬ 
sentation by the mobile home 
owner group at this meeting. 

Mayor Ray Lea assured Stroub 
that the matter would be further 
explored.

that’s democracy, we won’t put it 
in. If they did turn it down, we 
would apply the grant money some 
place else.” 

Grant dollars constitute 75 per 
cent of the cost, with the BRZ pick¬ 
ing up the remaining 25 per cent. 

While a majority of participat¬ 
ing businesses can initiate the 
petition mechanism, this is just 
the beginning of the process. The 
petition process can take several 
months to complete and Parlia¬ 
ment said construction plans 
would be delayed if the issue went 
to a vote. 

Twenty-five per cent of the 50 
participating zone businesses must 
sign the petition to establish its 
validity. From there, it goes to town 
council who have 30 days to intro¬ 
duce first reading of a bylaw to dis¬ 
establish the BRZ. 

Parliament explained that the 
BRZ board constitutes the election 
authority. This means that the ac¬ 
tual petition question must be drafted 
by the board and that the board must 
receive a majority confirmation from 
zone members that the wording of 
the question meets with their ap¬ 
proval. Fifty per cent of zone partici¬ 
pants required to okay the wording 
of the petition question. If approved 
and acted upon, council is required 
to proceed with the first reading. The 
vote is then to be held within 90 days 
of first reading of the new bylaw. 

“Let democratic process kick 
into gear,” Parliament said. “The 
town isn’t going to go in there 
flying their flag.” 

Steve Chios, one of the petition 
coordinators, said he had no state¬ 
ment for the press at the present 
time.

Four teachers from Didsbury 
and five from Carstairs were 
scheduled to join eight other 
administrators and teaching 
staffers from the Chinook’s Edge 
school division over the past 
week end on a learning expedi¬ 
tion to California. 

The group tour of The Crea¬ 
tive Learning Systems Company 
was deemed an “excellent op¬ 
portunity” by central office, who 
stated in a “backgrounder” out¬ 
lining the trip, that the tour had 
been arranged “so that the 
schools can determine Creative 
Learning System’s potential role 
as a vendor and partner in the 
7th Plan environments.” The 
backgrounder further stated that 
participating school representa¬ 
tives paid for accommodation and 
flights by utilizing school-based 
development funds.

March 14, and returned late 
Monday evening, March 17.

Ac¬ 
cording to the “backgrounder” 
circulated at the last school board 
meeting, a “comprehensive re¬ 
port” is to be filed by “The Chi¬ 
nook’s Edge team” upon their 
return.

It’s also a given that local medical 
personnel are watching closely, as are local residents and Task Force 
members. Region 5 administration has offered assurances that they 
have no plans to shut down the hospital, and local doctors have gone 
on record saying their loyalty to their community and their patients 
has not- and is not about to- lapse. 

Still, it is an issue that won’t go away, nor should it. 

A viable fully functional hospital is one of the cornerstones of this 
community, and we look to these individuals to help ensure it 
remains so. 

In fact, Dr. Ahmad is working in conjunction with region admin¬ 
istration in actively recruiting another doctor for Didsbury. He has 
also come up with an interesting idea I am pleased to run by our 
readers. 

Interaction between medical personnel and area residents is the 
key to continuing a robust and trusting relationship. This hinges on 
quality delivery of service and confidentiality. In order to strengthen 
the former without impairing the latter, introduction of a new health 
care feature column has been suggested. This launching and success 
of such a column depends on a steady receipt of submissions from our 
readers. 

What Dr. Ahmad proposes is that, without attaching names 
(which is a requirement for Letters to the Editor), readers could 
anonymously submit questions on any aspect of health care. Local 
doctors would read the letters and prepare answers. This would go 
beyond the political into specific questions relating to physical well 
being. 

Here’s a new avenue of communication. 

Let’s make use of it.

For many it’s the most obvious 
failed big government program of 
them all. Government welfare. 

It’s a political powder-keg, primed 
by the naive philosophy that govern¬ 
ments and politicians are responsible 
for everyone’s well-being. The sys¬ 
tem’s breakdown becomes more ob¬ 
vious every day. Despite billions in so¬ 
cial service expenditures, Alberta still 
has poor people. Wailing from the pov¬ 
erty lobbies continues relentlessly. The 
media regularly profiles the failures 
of government welfare programs. It’s 
plain these elaborate systems, open- 
ended as they are, get us nowhere. 

Public dissatisfaction is more ad¬ 
vanced in the United States. Politi¬ 
cians of all stripes there now press for 
radical change. Welfare reform is fash¬ 
ionable, and governments are rush¬ 
ing to “end welfare as we know it. ” In 
some cases they are pushing welfare 
functions back to the voluntary sec¬ 
tor, including the church and private 
charity. In other cases, they are con¬ 
tracting them out to the private sec¬ 
tor. In Texas, a three-company consor¬ 
tium is competing for a five-year con¬ 
tract to take over the state’s entire 
welfare system. Almost every aspect 
will end up in private hands — from 
determining eligibility to preventing 
fraud and making payments will even¬ 
tually be in private hands. 

In the U.S. the failure of govern¬ 
ment welfare has revolutionized atti¬ 
tudes. The welfare reform bill signed 
by Bill Clinton last year allows the 
states complete flexibility in design¬ 
ing and delivering programs. Here Ot¬ 


tawa still handcuffs provincial 
welfare policies with federal leg¬ 
islation that is heavily influenced 
by Canada’s flourishing poverty 
industry. In contrast, Washington 
has rejected the top down ap¬ 
proach of “national standards” 
and stepped back. Administrative 
minutiae and restrictive condi¬ 
tions are gone: states now get a 
lump sum to spend as they like. 
We now see fifty government 
laboratories experimenting on 
new ways to reduce poverty. 

Large information manage¬ 
ment companies lead the charge. 
Their involvement in welfare 
policy began with the streamlin¬ 
ing of information flows and 
record-keeping. But they soon 
bumped into the problem com¬ 
mon to all traditional government 
programs: the process had be¬ 
come more important than the 
results achieved. 

Let’s not fool ourselves, the in¬ 
centives operating within govern¬ 
ment welfare departments do not 
lend themselves well to reducing 
poverty. More jobs are to be had 
in these bureaucracies if there are 
more poor people and for years 
administrative and delivery sys¬ 
tems grew exuberantly as welfare 
lists expanded. Handing out 
money created jobs for govern¬ 
ment service providers. This 
model is not sustainable. 

The pronounced trend to pri¬ 
vatize welfare systems tries to 
eliminate perverse incentives that 
reward the system for maximiz¬ 
ing caseloads. 

Fbr example, a New York com¬ 


pany called America Works makes 
money finding work for welfare re¬ 
cipients. It places people in local busi¬ 
nesses and consults with employers 
to smooth out problems. Its contract 
with government is structured so 
that it makes most of its money 
when former claimants don’t return 
to the public dole. It gets $985 when 
a client is placed, $3,855 when the 
person is hired full-time after a pro¬ 
bationary period, and another $650 
when he or she stays on. 

In this framework, the incentives 
are positive. The private contractor 
bears the risk. The government pays 
big only if the company places the 
client into long-term employment. 
The company needs to be effective 
or it doesn’t make much. 

Critics will complain of cherry- 
picking. For example, what if the 
contractor ignores the most hard-to- 
place clients like drug and alcohol 
abusers? No problem. Smarter gov¬ 
ernments will just adjust the incen¬ 
tives by raising the long-term place¬ 
ment bonus to, say, $10,000. What a 
huge bargain, compared to the years 
of payments now made automati¬ 
cally to recipients by the traditional 
process-fixated welfare system. 

It all points back to a narrower 
core business for government. The 
ineffective elephantine welfare bu¬ 
reaucracies that blindly hand out 
money to all comers will be phased 
out. 

In their place, skilled profession¬ 
als in government will design per¬ 
formance contracts that reward both 
private and in-house social service 
providers for results. 

Nothing wrong with that. 


Focussing on what's next for Alberta

What should the next Alberta 
government do over the next four 
years? 

The 1993 election focused on cor¬ 
recting our abysmal financial posi¬ 
tion by terminating borrowing from 
the future to cover today’s over¬ 
spending. Whether one agrees with 
specific actions undertaken, the To¬ 
ries have set the Province’s budget 
on a path of spending only what can 
be afforded in both good years and 
bad. 

The 1997 election has seen two 
parties, the Liberals and New Demo¬ 
crats, argue that spending should be 
increased by more than the Tories 
have suggested, mainly by easing off 


or ignoring the Tories’ debt re¬ 
duction plan. A third, Social 
Credit, promoted more aggres¬ 
sive debt reduction and more 
substantial changes to program 
delivery and the very operation 
of our democratic system. 

The Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation believes the follow¬ 
ing should be part of the agenda: 

First, democratic reform. It’s 
time to give taxpayers better 
tools to keep government ac¬ 
countable between elections. 
Citizen intitatives and referen- 
dums legislation should be im¬ 
plemented, providing Albertans 
a mechanism to introduce, 
amend or repeal legislation on a 
single issue. A more direct, bind¬ 
ing form of democracy would 



enhance our political system, mak¬ 
ing it more responsive, motivating 
greater participation among citi¬ 
zens, and improving the credibility 
of government by altering its 
warped incentives. Work is also 
required on Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion legislation to ensure that citi¬ 
zens can access appropriate infor¬ 
mation readily. And Alberta’s bal¬ 
anced budget and debt retirement 
legislation should be updated, 
strengthened, and combined with 
taxpayer protection provisions, re¬ 
quiring voter approval of any in¬ 
troduction or increases to taxes or 
fees (Alberta’s Taxpayer Protec¬ 
tion Act only applies to a sales tax). 

Second, the role of government 
must continue to be examined. 
Taxpayers’ dollars should be di¬ 
rected to core programs that all 
Albertans agree their money 
should be spent on. In short, 
prioritise and reallocate resources. 

An example is business assist¬ 
ance: all agencies and programs 


now enabled to provide grants, 
loans and guarantees must 
come before legislative review 
before 1999. 

Third, ongoing evaluation 
of health and education. In¬ 
centives, or other mechanisms 
to motivate service providers, 
should be instilled to encour¬ 
age and reward innovation, cost 
saving and effective quality 
delivery. 

Measurement systems and 
targets are in their infancy, and 
must be refined and incorpo¬ 
rated into the “culture” of these 
areas, not just at administra¬ 
tive levels, but throughout. 

Fourth, tax reform and re¬ 
duction. There’s no question 
taxation affects economic per¬ 
formance, even more so as eco¬ 
nomic globalisation proceeds. 
Issues such as property taxes, 
revenues generated by VLT’s 
and what systems work best 
will need to be addressed. 
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Selective tax breaks should be 
avoided and simplification and 
fairness favored. 

Fifth, “reinvestment” of inter¬ 
est cost savings: debt reduction, 
tax cuts, or targeted spending? 
In light of the almost exclusive 
“reinvestment” on spending to 
date, the first two must be consid¬ 
ered priorities. Any further 
spending must be measured to 
guarantee value for the additional 
funds, and focused on priorities. 

Finally, the next Alberta gov¬ 
ernment must not ignore, or ease 
up on, debt reduction. Three years 
and $4 billion in surpluses do not 
match the nine years and $19.5 
billion in deficits racked up be¬ 
tween 1986 and 1994. Current 
falling oil prices also commend 
prudent revenue forecasting and 
commitment to annual debt re¬ 
duction. Surpluses only measure 
one year’s fortunate performance, 
and Alberta can rapidly face mis¬ 
fortune.

One of the things that allows me to live through this 
interminable, wretched, everlasting, seven year winter is my 
friendship with Natalia. 

Early in 1993 I found a newspaper ad for an organization in 
London, Ontario called, Family to Family. Their aim is to foster 
humanitarian aid on a grass roots level. For a modest fee they 
make the connection between a Canadian family and a family in 
one of the former Soviet countries. The plan was that the 
Canadian family would send the struggling Soviet family occa¬ 
sional packages that contained things like powdered milk, 
canned meat, soap, rice, vitamins, shampoo, sewing thread etc. 
and that through the exchange of letters and parcels a bit of care 
and understanding might blossom between the countries. 

The first address was for a family in Riga Latvia. I sent a 
contact letter but did not get a reply. In October of 1993 I wrote 
Family to Family and asked for another contact. They sent me 
the address of Natalia Igoshina who lives in Troitsk, a city in a 
forest 15 km from Moscow. 

Natalia’s father was a medical officer with the Russian army 
and she was born while he was serving in China. They moved 
to Georgia (Soviet Union not southern U.S.) and then to the 
Russian Plain. Her father was wounded, she didn’t say how, and 
died of his wounds when he was just 40 years old. Her mother 
married again to a man who had one daughter but it was a very 
unhappy household. Natalia graduated from the Pedagogical 
Institute and taught German in a Secondary School. In 1972 she 
married, partly to escape her mother’s house, and she and her 
husband moved to Troitsk. They didn’t need a German teacher 
in Troitsk so she began to teach English which is her third 
language. “Russian women must work hard because men don’t 
earn much.” She and her husband are separated. “He lives in 
Samara on the river Volga and does not take care of us.” 
Natalia’s son Artyom is now 26. Since his compulsory service 
in the Russian army he has suffered from nephritis and is often 
unwell. He is trained sis an installer of parquet flooring but does 
whatever jobs he can find. 

Natalia’s job is teaching English to little children in a Trade 
Union Club. “Life in Russia varies greatly according to one’s 
economic status and where you live,” says Natalia. “For not 
rich people life can be difficult or insufferable. We have many 
problems. Inflation gobbles up all profits, under the Eltsin (sic) 
government laws don’t work and the Press acts at it’s own sweet 
will, don’t check the facts and very often lie.” She also says, “to 
have a garden is my constant idea but we have no opportunity 
to buy ground.” 

After I had sent the first food parcel Natalia wrote to say, 
“Maybe I misled you and you think I am starved, but it is not 
true, we live hard and I tun happy to hear from you and get your 
letters. That’s enough for me.” I have continued to send parcels 
but now I send less basic and more gift-like items, chocolate, 
bandaids, nice soap, tea and coffee, books. 

Natalia and Artyom live in two rooms in an apartment 
building. “Upstairs is a widow who has bitterness against the 
world. In spring and summer we carefullly put our heads out of 
our balcony because she throws down dirty things or pour water 
from her balcony." 

Natalia sends me postcards of Red Square, Theatre Square, 
Lenins' Tomb, Ilyinka St., roses, dahlias, samovars and churches 
and Christmas cards with Ded Moroz (Father Frost). She tells 
about picking mushrooms in the forest and having shishka bob 
with Stalin's favorite wine. Through a friend of a friend who was 
traveling in the States she sent me a book of Russian Churches 
and a set of Babushka Babies,( nesting Russian dolls.) When my 
mom died she lit candles in her church and prayed. 

Natalia does not like Eltzin. “He cares only about his next 
term.” In her last letter she told me a Russian joke. When Eltzin 
was in hospital he said to the nurse, “Take away this thermom¬ 
eter, I have been holding it for 5 hours.” “You may be better off 
to keep it,” says the nurse, “ in this hospital the only medication 
we have to offer you is a thermometer or Epsom salts.” 

When I began writing to Natalia my only motive was to share 
some of what we have with someone less fortunate. I had no idea 
that I would become so fond of her or that she would give me so | 
much. Natalia too is sick of the miserable winter. “I have an 
abyss of work, little money, worn out health and a foul winter. 

I wait impatiently for spring.” Me too Natalia. And if you can 
survive I guess I can too.

A sellout crowd of 400 enjoyed a Celebration of Agriculture on 
Friday, March 14 in the Alumni Center at Olds College. 

The evening was organized by the County of Mountain View in 
recognition of Agriculture Week in Alberta, with leadership as¬ 
sistance from members of the count’s Agricultural Service Board 
including Division 5 councillor Linda Burrell from Sundre, County 
Reeve Pat James and Larry Rice, Agricultural Fieldman. 

Tables for the event were sponsored by various businesses 
serving the agricultural community, as well as towns, banks and 
co-ops. After dinner, guests enjoyed a humorous discourse on 


cowboy and country life, interspersed with cowboy poetry by 
Jordy Thompson of Sundre. Jordy raises quarter horses, works 
as a movie stunt man, and is a former bull riding champion. 

The chairman’s duties were handled by Denis Kennedy, Dean 
of Agricultural Production at Olds College. Guests included 
mayors of towns within the county and Richard Marz, recently 
elected MLA for the Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills constituency. 

The Keynote speaker of the evening was Allan Hall of Red Deer, 
Regional Director for Alberta Agriculture and Public Lands. He 
used visuals to present “Value Added Opportunities in Agricul¬ 
ture,” challenging the farming community to think in terms of 
global economics and to pursue opportunities in Pacific Rim 
countries. He noted Alberta’s favorable geographic position for 
access to this market and its changing needs.

“Pet owners can really help 
their pet’s health by starting 
a veterinarian-supervised pre¬ 
ventative dental care pro¬ 
gram.” 

The three steps recom¬ 
mended by the CVDS are: 

1. Visit your veterinarian - 
to get a complete exam and 
program designed specifically 
for your pet. Don’t use hu¬ 
man toothpaste, it can do 
more harm than good. 

2. Start a dental care rou¬ 
tine at home - your 
veterinarian can give advice 
on brushing procedure and 
diet. 

3. Give your pet regular 
dental checkups - at least 
once a year is a good idea. 

Taking care of pet’s oral 
health can help them lead 
healthier, happier lives.

Ringworm at the 
feedlot 


Ringworm is a fungus in¬ 
fection of the skin which has 
nothing to do with worms. 

Cattle ringworm is diffi¬ 
cult to avoid for those who 
work with cattle. You can get 
it from fenceposts, ropes, or 
anywhere cattle have been. 
Furthermore the spores last 
a long time. It is wise to wear 
gloves when working around 
your animals. 


Cattle ringworm is fairly 
easy to recognize. It causes 
sever itching and inflamma¬ 
tion, and the red spots gradu¬ 
ally increase in size. Some¬ 
times little pustules develop 
where the fungus erodes down 
into the hair follicles. When 
that occurs, the usual anti¬ 
fungal creams will not work; 
anti-fungus pills must be pre¬ 
scribed by your doctor.

“When my hair started thin¬ 
ning on top, my doctor pre¬ 
scribed Rogaine.

It 
works best when used when the 
hair loss just starts. It must be 
applied faithfully, twice a day, 
for at least 6 months before any 
possible improvement is seen. 
The scalp at the back of the head 
regrows better than hair loss at 
the front. 

If you continue to be con¬ 
cerned, seek the advice of a der¬ 
matologist. Hair transplanta¬ 
tion may be worth considering.

For exam¬ 
ple, the outbreak of 
Cryptosporidiosis in Cranbrook, 
B.C., peaked just two weeks af¬ 
ter 400-head of cattle were re¬ 
leased onto the watershed that 
fed the towns' water supply. As a 
result, public health officials 
ordered the cattle removed from 
the upstream watershed, 
streambeds to be cleaned up, 
and a plan developed requiring 
ranchers to keep cattle at least 
30 metres away from feeder 
streams. Although cattle could 
not be directly linked to the cause 
of this outbreak, preventative 
measures were taken. The Al¬ 
berta Cattle Commission initi¬ 
ated a proactive educational ef¬ 
fort after other water treatment 
problems were linked to spring 
runoff and the possible contami¬ 
nation by manure. 

"A series of Better Water, Bet¬ 
ter Beef seminars were conducted 
throughout the North Saskatch¬ 
ewan River basin to inform and 
educate farmers on the impacts 
of manure runoff on water qual¬ 
ity and the benefits associated 
with clean water and beef pro¬ 
duction," says Charlie Westra, 


producer and chair of the public 
affairs committee for the Alberta 
Cattle Commission. "The under¬ 
lying message of the Alberta Cat¬ 
tle Commission's seminars was 
the proactive management re¬ 
duces the risk of pollution and 
maintains the 'Rocky Mountain' 
clean image Alberta beef produc¬ 
ers market to Alberta and world 
consumers." 

Preventative manure man¬ 
agement practices can reduce 
the risk of cryptosporidiosis to 
farmers, their families and the 
public. Also, calves infected with 
Cryptosporidium will affect pro¬ 
duction. To reduce calf losses to 
Cryptosporidium and minimize 
their stress: 

• provide lots of clean, dry 
bedding; and, 

• isolate calves with scours. 

To prevent manure from 

reaching water sources: 

• keep calving sites away from 
streams, lakes and ground wa¬ 
ter wells; 

• prevent manure runoff at 
snowmelt from reaching 
streams; and, 

• water cows and calves off- 
stream.

Dr. Peter Bergen: Dr. Peter 
Bergen has played an integral role

agronomics, tailored for Alberta’s 
irrigated conditions, has been one 
of the key factors in sustaining 
viable systems of production for 
Alberta growers. Both a scientist 
and an extension specialist, Dr. 
Bergen sought to bridge scientific 
research and field application to 
benefit all producers. As the key 
developer of the mono-germ seed 
for sugar beets, it was under his 
guidance that one of the first efforts 
at growing beets with planting-to- 
stand and reduced tillage to lower 
production costs and prevent soil 
erosion was successful.

Ice 

Wreaks 

Havoc

If you have icicles resem¬ 
bling sharp weapons hanging 
off your roof, this could mean 
you have ice back-up just 
waiting for the opportunity 
to wreak havoc on your home. 

Ice back-up is a major cause 
of roof leaks. It occurs when 
ice forms on the lower edge of 
a roof, preventing water from 
draining off freely. As the 
weather warms, the melted 
ice water can back up and 
leak under shingles which can 
lead to the deterioration of 
wood roof sheathing; ice ac¬ 
cumulation in attics; wet ceil¬ 
ings, wall finishes and fur¬ 
nishings. 

There’s no way to stop 
Mother Nature, but there are 
methods which may help pre¬ 
vent ice back-up from caus¬ 
ing excessive damage to your 
home. 

Before winter, clean out 
leaves, twigs and any other 
rubble which clogs 
eavestroughs, gutters and 
down spouts because the de¬ 
bris promotes ice back-up. 

Clear the snow off the roof, 
particularly around the 
eaves. 

A heating cable kit that 
runs along the bottom of the 
roof stopping ice from form¬ 
ing is available in hardware 
stores. This product could 
well be a fine long term pre¬ 
ventative measure. 

Ice back-up is covered un¬ 
der some home insurance poli¬ 
cies, but not all. 

The bottom line is, don’t 
take a chance. Making the 
effort to avoid ice back-up is 
a lot less painful than paying 
for the damage it may cause.

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Open Letter to Shareholders of United Grain Growers Ltd.

Dear [Fellow] Shareholder: 

By now, I am sure you have heard that Alberta Wheat Pool and Manitoba Pool Elevators have gotten together 
through a numbered company (3339351 Canada Ltd.) to make an offer for all the limited voting common shares 
of UCG. They are offering $1 3.75 in cash per share. 

I am writing to tell you that, over the past 10 days, your Board of Directors has reviewed this offer thoroughly 
with the help of our financial and legal advisors. It is our duty to protect your interests as shareholders at all 
times—and especially in situations like this. 

Your Board takes its responsibilities as your representative very seriously and we have unani¬ 
mously agreed to recommend that you REJECT the offer and that you DO NOT TENDER your shares. 

We had to consider a lot of different aspects about this offer, just as you should. But, in the end, we all agreed 
to recommend against the offer for three main reasons: 


1) Offering $13.75 per share is inadequate for 
this Company at this stage of its development 

• It is simply not a good price for what UGG is worth, based on what 
we have accomplished during some pretty tough times in the grain busi¬ 
ness. Our financial advisors have given us their opinion that UGG is worth 
more, based on where we are—and on where we’re going. We have 
invested almost $130 million over the past four years in new facilities to 
serve our customers better and to make UGG a better company. 

• At $13.75 per share, the Pools would be getting all that investment 
—and all the rest of our assets—for just $172 million. And that would be 
before you, the shareholders, had a chance to reap all the benefits of that 
investment. 

2) The offer isn’t fair to UGG shareholders 

• The Pools got control of more than 20% of your company improp¬ 
erly. Anyone who buys more than 10% of any company is required to tell 
everyone why they are buying the shares. The Pools didn’t let investors 
know they intended to make the offer, so some of our shareholders sold 
their shares before the Pools launched their hostile bid. Those sharehold¬ 
ers missed out on the higher share prices that followed. 

• By acquiring over 20% of the shares, the Pools have effectively 
blocked anyone else from making an offer for the company. This is 
because a buyer must own 75% of the shares to gain control of the board. 
Anyone with a fair chance to buy that much of the company would have 
to pay all the shareholders a hefty premium for control. But the Pools have 
blocked that possibility by making it practically impossible for anyone 
else to get to 75%—and they did it cheaply. That kind of move effectively 
takes UGG out of the market without paying you for it, and we created 
our Shareholders Rights Plan to protect you from being victimized by it. 

• The Pools made private deals with some shareholders to buy their 
shares for cash at the market price before they announced their bid. But 
they also promised to pay these shareholders the full offer price later. A 
few selling shareholders got this deal, but many didn’t. 

• The offer isn’t being made to our shareholders who own Series A 
Convertible Preferred Shares. Preferred shares have always been worth 
more because they pay a higher dividend but, to get anything from this 
offer, Preferred shareholders have to convert their shares to common on 
a one-for-one basis. The Preferred shareholders paid more for their shares, 
but they’re not getting more for them. That’s not fair.

In a separate package mailed to your home, you will find more detailed 
information about the recommendation of your Board and the reasons for 
it.

Many farmers have already told us they can see the result of the Pools 
taking over UGG: less competition in the grain handling industry.

Fighting Scours

By now a good majority of 
people are in the midst of calv¬ 
ing. Those who have moved 
calving to later in the year, will 
be saying "what a good decision 
that was." In light of all the new 
snow I would have to agree, if I 
was fighting the snow and had a 
bunch of scours. This is what 
we can hope doesn't happen, but 
realistically, it will happen to 
some. Scours is a management 
disease — not necessarily poor 
management, but management 
by circumstance like this year. 
I know this has been one of the 
toughest, if not the toughest 
winter I can remember. So with 
all the snow, there hasn't been 
the opportunity for people to get 
the cows out of the bigger fields. 
As a result there will be some 
overcrowding and now some 
moisture which adds up to good 
conditions for scours. If you do 
get hit or are worried about it, 
get your veterinarian to make 
some suggestions as to what 
will help. 

I would try to spread them 
out, bed real well (I know straw

is expensive) and treat hard and 
early. 

Another drawback about a 
winter like this, is that cows are 
down in condition. This can 
lead to problems such as slower 
rebreeding and reduced milk pro¬ 
duction. In this case I would 
suggest grain, because per 
pound of feed, it is the cheapest 
source of nutrients. Then I 
would wean early, thus allow¬ 
ing cows to regain body condi¬ 
tion for next year. 

In some cases, people had 
been depending on free choice 
mineral mixes to provide the 
necessary selenium. This is not 
going to get all the cows. The 
reason is, the amount of cows 


going to mineral and amount of 
mineral eaten is very erratic. I 
can say this as we are in the 
process of doing studies on the 
use of free choice mineral and it 
is clear that a significant por¬ 
tion of cows won't get enough 
selenium. As we know, sele¬ 
nium is related to the immune 
system and deficiencies will en¬ 
able scours to occur. By far the 
best is to feed it every day but 
not the most practical for many 
people. 

If you are feeding grain or 
pellets, this can be done. Oth¬ 
erwise it is a nutrient that can 
be fed every two weeks. That 
is, give 14-day requirements to 
them every two weeks.

A code 
number or identifying mark 
could help police recover your 
vehicle faster. Autograph your 
car with a discreet inscription 
on the edge of the windshield or 
side window. Identifiable parts 
are more difficult for thieves to 
sell, and may stop them from 
hitting your car.

“My eyelids get very red and 
flaky right at the edges, under 
the eyelashes. Is this related to 
the dandruff which has plagued 
me for years?” 

The inflammation of the edges 
of the eyelids is definitely re¬ 
lated to dandruff (seborrheic 
dermatitis). 

Seborrheic dermatitis is the 
inflammation of skin induced 
by overgrowth of yeasts 
(Pityrosporum ovate) on oily 
skin. The typical sites of in¬ 
volvement are the hair mar¬ 
gins, sidebum, ears, eyebrows, 
and around the nose. Treat¬ 
ment is directed at suppressing 
this. The oily skin should be 
washed with soap and water 
daily to remove the yeasts and 
bacteria and accumulating oil. 
Commercial “dandruff)’ sham¬ 
poos are useful, and the face 
can be washed with them as 
well. It is a good idea to rotate 
shampoos, though.

Spring usually represents 
lowers, sunny skies and chirp- 
ng birds. Unfortunately, to the 
mprepared homeowner, it can 
mean basement floods and sew- 
ige back-up. 

For the homeowner, resi¬ 
dential maintenance should 
kick into high gear during 
these months. Melting snow 
added to typical seasonal rain 
showers can turn any low ly¬ 
ing area, such as a basement, 
into a mini-swimming pool. 
The result can be the destruc¬ 
tion of personal property and 
possibly damage to the struc- 
Lure of a home. 

After the snow melts or even 
after a heavy rainfall, water 
can leak into a basement 
through walls or through satu¬ 
rated weeping tiles. 

Another dangerous side ef¬ 
fect of excess water around the 
home is the fact that rainwa¬ 
ter can drain into sanitary sew¬ 
ers. This uses up capacity in 
treatment plants and can 
cause sewage to back-up into 
your home. 

Damage caused by melting 
snow and ice may not be cov¬ 
ered by insurance policies. 
And typically, damage result¬ 
ing from a lack of maintenance 
is not covered. 

“To avoid unwelcome sur¬ 
prises you should fully under¬ 
stand the coverage of your home 
insurance policy,” says Dolores 
Vokey, a home insurance expert. 
“Some perils most people think 
are covered might not be, de¬ 
pending on the insurance 
policy.” 

Unfortunately, moisture 
leakage is practically soundless, 
therefore most homeowners 
don’t know when their base¬ 
ment is filling up with water. 
The following is a list of tips 
which may help prevent a flood 
from ruining your property. 

* Landscape your property so 
the land slopes away from the 
foundation of your home. A new 
home will have land which 
slopes away, but years later, the 
earth settles flat. Reshape this 
land by adding soil to create a 
decline away from the home. 

* Position eavestroughs so 
the water discharges well away 
from the house. 

It is also important to ensure 
the eavestroughs are working 
properly (not cracked anywhere) 
and are cleaned regularly of any 
debris like leaves and dirt. 

* In homes where the 
eavestroughs are connected di¬ 
rectly into your basement or the 
sewage system, disconnect them 
and redirect the flow of water to 
your garden or lawn. Emptying 
the eavestroughs through the 
basement or sanitary sewer cre¬ 
ates a risk of overloading the 
system. 

* Protect against sewer 
backup by putting caps on the 
basement floor drain and the 
washing machine stand pipe. A 
gate valve to close off the sewer 
line is also recommended to pro¬ 
tect basement sinks and show¬ 
ers. 

* Install a sump pump, so 
that weeping tile seepage can 
be pumped away without caus¬ 
ing problems. 


* Repair any foundation 
cracks. 

* Check your basement peri¬ 
odically for cracks in your walls 
and floors and leaks around the 
windows. 

Turn what could be a nega¬ 
tive situation into a positive one 
and enjoy spring. 

Make the most of the rainwa¬ 
ter or melting snow coming off 
the roof by letting the water 
drain through the eavestroughs 
into a barrel. 

The fresh unpolluted waters 
can be used to water the grass, 
wash the dog, or even to cool off 
on a hot summer day.

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Some pearls of wisdom for homeowners 


Once you are the legal owner 
or tenant of your home, you 
should be covered by insur¬ 
ance. Because there is no 
“standard” homeowners 
policy, you’re best to shop 
around for the one most suit¬ 
able to your needs. Compare 
quotations, coverage and serv¬ 
ices. 

A policy is divided into two 
sections. The first describes the 
insurance on your property, 
the second details your liabil¬ 
ity coverage in case you acci¬ 
dentally cause bodily harm to 
others or damage their prop¬ 
erty. Homeowners policies 
cover the building and its con¬ 
tents for direct loss or damage 
caused by insured perils. Per¬ 
ils may be stated individually 
or be described as “all risks”. 
There are four categories of 
homeowners insurance policies 
to choose from. 

A comprehensive policy cov¬ 
ers the building, its contents, 
and detached private struc¬ 
tures for all risks that are not 
specifically excluded. It also 
provides coverage for “Addi¬ 
tional Living Expenses”. For 
example, if you have to move 
temporarily as a result of dam¬ 
ages caused directly by an in¬ 
sured peril, your insurer will 
cover the increased cost in your 
living expenses provided you 
are maintaining your house¬ 
hold’s normal standard of liv¬ 
ing while repairs are made. 

The broad policy provides 
“all risks” coverage on items 
like buildings, and “named per¬ 
ils” coverage on the contents. 
For example, your dwelling 
may be insured for damages 
sustained from your roof col¬ 
lapsing under the weight of the 
winter snow, but the objects in 
your home may not. 

A basic or named perils 
policy may be appropriate if 
broader coverage isn’t avail¬ 
able to you. With this kind of 
policy you carry more of the 
financial risk yourself. The 
basic policy only covers the 
perils that are specifically 
listed. Insured perils commonly 
covered in basic policies in-

elude fire, lightning, theft, 
windstorm or hail, water dam¬ 
age and vandalism. 

Each of these policies can 
include many other features. 
For instance, food spoiled in 
your freezer during a power 
outage could be covered as 
could your children’s posses¬ 
sions while they are away at 
university. Losses from a sto¬ 
len credit card, or ATM card 
could also be covered. Addi¬ 


tional features offered by in¬ 
surance companies vary. 

If you’re having difficulty 
meeting an insurer’s under¬ 
writing requirements, consider 
a very basic policy without the 
extra features. 

If, however, the only thing 
standing between you and 
more extensive coverage is a 
few minor physical problems 
with your home, why not ad¬ 
dress those problems right
